MURDER HIS MANIA, 


A Tramp Tries to Butcher an 
Entire Family. 


A Rusty Scythe Wielded by the Mad- 
man with Frightful Results. 


Two Victims Hacked to Death and Two 
Others Badly Wounded. 


Neighbors Rally and Fill the Des- 
perado with Buckshot—His 
Previous Career as 
a Murderer.

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) July 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.] This morning 
near Paris a tramp attacked the fam- 
ily of Nathan S. Conway, killing him 
and his wife, fatally wounding one son 
and dangerously wounding another. 
Neighbors coming up fired * him, one 
shot resulting fatally, 

Conway and wife wero 8 61 years 
old and their sons Charles and Will- 
iam, aged 33 and 28, were sitting on 
the verandah in company with Will-- 
iam’s wife and three children and two 
nieces, Misses Fiorence and Lucy 
Leaguer. A negro named Craig came 
upand asked for adrink of water 
which was given him. He thereupon 


lifted a rusty scythe blade and 
asked if it was not a good 
knife. Charley Conway nodded 
and the negro throwing down 


the cup of water struck him with the 
knife, splitting his skull. The rest of 
the family ran into the house. Craig 


continued to hack the young man till 


he thought him dead. He then at- 
tacked the father, who had returned, 
and killed him. Then the mother 
coming up had her head split open and 
instantly died, 

After the negro had insanely backed 
her body in a dozen places he attucked 
William Conway, cutting him in the 
head and body as he ran. He had 
just struck Conway to the ground 
when George Bailey, a neighbor, at- 
tracted by the screams, came up 
and shot Craig twice with buck- 
shot. This seemed to have no 
effect, but other neighbors came 
up and a young man shot Craig 
with a pistol. Craig fell beside a baye 
stack and died in afew minutes from 
the effects of the buckshot wounds. 
2 pistol ball had glanced around his 

dad. 

The Conways came to Bourbon 
eighteen months ago from a farm near 
Cynthiana. They were orderly citizens 
and were held in the highest esteem. 
Craig said he had killed seven persons 
and intended to kill that whole family. 
He is known to have killed his mother- 
in-law. He has always been known as 
a desperate fellow and was a brother 
of Charlie Craig now under sentence 
of death in Cincinnati. |

“THE FORGIVENESS OF SINS” 


2 The Subject of an Eloquent Sermon 


ranged in 


Pastore Preparing for Their 
Vacations—Religious 
Notes. 


There were a great many empty pews in 
the churches yesterday, owing to the hot 
wave which has been giving Angeleiios a 
taste of Arizona temperature during the 
past three days. 

The popularity of Rev. J. S. Thomson, 
pastor of Unity Church, was evident trom 
the large audience who braved the heat to 
listen to his last sermon before his vacation 
of two months. The Los Angeles Theater 
proved a cool and delightful auditorium 
and the services were very interesting to 
all, Miss Boynton’s solo was unusually 
fine, though the music at this church always 
calls for the highest praise. Lyman Beecher, 
father of Brooklyn’s famous preacher, once 
said that a sermon to be good should be full 
of “rabbits’ ears’ and Mr. Thomson’s dis- 
course abounded in strong points, standing 
up sharp and clear, like veritable rabbits’ 
ears. His theme was “The Forgiveness of 
Sius,’’ and the following extracts give a 
glimpse of some of the bright thoughts ex- 
pressed by Dr. Thomson: , 

There is no such thing as forgtveness of 
sin, but the forgiveness of sins is possible. 
We must suffer the prnaity ofsin. Any- 
thing done wrong unconsciously is sin, and 
we suffer thereby. For instance, a man 
has an ax for a good purpose, but be uses it 
ignorantiy with untrained hands, ie 
wounded, and so severely that his leg must 
be amputated, and through his whole life 
he suffers from the wrong-doing, though it 
was unconscious sin. 

It seems that the suffering from these un- 
conscious wrong-doings is a warning that 
tg J “Stop! and see what you are do- 


Now we will look at sins against God, the 
sins of disobedience, ingratitude and irrev- 
erence. Roman history shows us the ear- 
lier Latin races were reverent, obedient and 

rateful. They recognized the God power; 
ey worshiped and honored Him, They 
were strong. But, vome down to the time 
of the (eesars and we find them irreverent 
and disobedient, and they were overthrown 
and 1 because they were weak. The 
day is too warm to travel far into history, 
go we will come to sins against our neig 
bors. Sins of selfishness, covetousness, ly- 
Ing. slander and theft. Some people think 
they can do all this injury to their neigh- 
bors and not suffer. But there is no wrong- 
doing without its penalty. 

Let us come a little nearer to our own 
time, to our own State and Government, 
ourown city. Their office is to protect 
human life and property. That is all we 
will ask of them. Let us be strong there. 
The time has come when human life should 
be considered sacred. All this swaggering 
about with pistols and stilettos in pockets 
sbould be put down. 

Now let us come to sins against ourselves. 
Take the drunkard who commits a terrible 
din againsthimseif. Whata fearful penalty 
is his? The loss of m nhood, the obscuring 
of his higher and better nature, the moral 
and I degeneracy. Who can picture 
it? with other sins against ourselves. 

The sins we commit against God only 
God can forgive. The sins against the 
people they can forgive. The sins ag inst 
ourselves we must suffer the penalties 
thereof. God is just as well as loving. In 
‘our day there is a tendency in the churches 
to talk only of the love of God. His justice 

as eternal as His love. If not so, what 


dependence can we have on Him? There 


is no church on the earth that teaches the 
forgiveness of sins in the sense that there 
is no suffering for wrongdoin One church 
tolls us we shall all be forgiven, Another 
tells us that we must suffer for 
That is a good doctrine and should help to 
make us al! do better, ™ 

Another tells us that some one has suf- 


- fered for us and we shall escape. Now. if 


Lowe a debt and some one pays it for me, is 
this forgiveness? No, I stiil owe that debt. 
A boy that I knew in early life was a good 
boy and was inclined to do right—but his 
grandfather drew the reins a little too tight, 
and the buy rebelled and defied him. 

Years passed on and the boy became a 
man, a Christian man. He knew that he 
had erred, but he felt that he was forgiven. 
We met and I went with him to visit the 
grave of his grandfather whom he had 
wrepged. The tears of sorrow and peni- 
tence fell thick and fast. How is it that 
tears come when you feel that you are for- 
ge I said. Forgiven yet suffering! 

he sorrow in his soul was there, the pen- 
alties for wrong doing remain, the pang, 
the grief remain. Wbere is the power that 
will snatch out of a man’s life the sufferiug 
for wrong doin In the humane prisons, 
where men are helped to a better life, appli- 
cations are made for men as workers long 
before their liberations, only 2 per cent. 
of the occupants of the prisons being re- 
turned. ‘They are truly penitentiaries and 
ey liberate true penitents. Is God less 
oving than man? ‘ 

I am not here nog hy: defend any creed. 
I have as little faith in the Unitarian creed 
as in any other, or in a Catholic creed 
as in any Protestant, and the less we 
have to do with creeds, the better. The 
Unitarian, the Episcopalian, the Catholic, 
are all doing Goa’s work. 

Dorothea Dey, who did such a noble work 
in the prisons, was a Unitarian, the noble 


woman in England who gave her life for 


the poor waifs of society, was an Episcopa- 
lian, the Catholic sister in Paris who went 
into the lowest dens to find her work among 
the fallen and the outcast, all did God's 
work. Three queens, three prophetesses 
in the world! God bas written on their 
foreheads His approval.

STEWART ON SILVER, 


Senator Stewart paints a most rose- 
us picture of the benefits that would 
accrue to the United States from the 
free coinage of silver, Here is an ex- 
tract from a column letter which be 
wrote toa New York paper: 

Let silver be restored and dhe volume of 
real money increased and prosperity will fol- 
low asthe light of day fuliows the rising 
sun. Prices will rise, abd producers of 
wealth will be rewarded by the enhanced 
value of the fruits of their toil, The value 
of farms and farm products will be en- 
hanced, and agricuiturists can pay off their 
inortgages, support their families and edu- 
cate their children. 

Stocks will rise, the people will have 
money to: buy them, and stock exchanges 
will be overrun with business in filling the 
increasing orders from people who will be 
encour ged to buy because the prices are 
advancing. Business will be active and 
the merchant will prosper because the people 
are prosperous, and ail who are industrious 


can supp y themse. ves with the necessaries |. 


and many of the juxuries of life, and pay 
cash on delivery. 

ven the sordid usuer will be benefited, 
the danger of loss by the bankruptcy of his 
debtors will be removed. Safe security will 
be ainple at reasonable interest, becanse 
men of enterprise can afford to borrow 
money toinvestin property, and pay good 
interest when property is advancing in 
price, 

On the other hand .an esteemed 
Chicago contemporary under the head 
of Senator Stewarts’s Nonsense,” de- 
clares that “if S ewart bad a singe 
grain of common sense he must know 
that such adoption of free coinage 
would quickly reduce us to a silver 
standard and expel every dollar of 
gold from circulation, as it did during 
the, war.” This paper further pays 
its compliments to Senator Stewart as 
follows: 


There are now 400 millions of silver dol- 
lars in circulation in the form of coin or 
cer ificates. It is curious that Stewart 
doesn’t know this fact. Tbe truth is he 
doesn’t know what he is talking about. 
And he ought to be ashamed of himself for 
the persistent misstatement that the free 
coinage of silver by the United States alone 
would mean bimetallism. He must krow, 
if he has any sense, it would speedily result 


in the worst kind of monometaliism, under 


which the people would have less specie 
than now to form the bisis of a circulation, 
If he does not know ithe must be one of 
the biggest donkeys in the whole country. 

Views or the silver question are as 
various and opposing as those on the 
tariff. Stewart is an extreme silver 
man and, representing a State whose 
chief product is silver, his opinions 
naturally partake more or less of the 
character of paid advocacy. 

In thisc nnection, a recent pithy 
remark of John Sherman’s is worth 
quoting: — 

I c:n appreciate the earnest demand of 
the producers of ‘silver builion that the 
United States should pay $1.20 an ounce for 
silver bullion, which in the mirkets of the 
world has been fora series of years worth 
only about $1 n ounce—sometimes a littie 
more, sometimes a little less—but 1 cannot 
appreciate why any farmer or other pro- 
ducer should desire that the Government 


should pay for auy article more than its 
market value, 


FARMERS’ ALLIANCE MATTERS, 


The rumored big movement on part 
of the Farmers’ Alliance to engineer 
a corner in wheat is denied by W. C. 
Crum, general manager of the New 
York bureau. He says, however, that 
farmers would do well to hold their 
wheat for remunerative prices, in 
preference to ailowing it to fail into 
(he bands of unscrupulous speculators. 
Upon this advice word was sent out 
through the bureau two weeks ago 
advising farmers to hold their wheat. 
As to a combination among farmers 
Mr. Crum said: 


I would: be very glad if the farmers 
could, by combination, secure good prices, 
concent, for wheat. ‘The report coming 
from St. Paul stating that Ignatius Don- 
nelly was opposed to a wheat trust among 
farmers, betrays the demagoguery of the 
whole plot, for while championing the 
cause of the farmer he is well known asa 
Knight of Lmbor leader in the West. He 
is looking for the Presidential .nomination 
in 1892. He nesitates to urge a wheat com- 


bine, which would ffeet the price of the 


bread of those whose suffrages he must 
have. 


President Polk of the alliance has 
just returned to Washington from a 
southern tour. Referring to reports 
that the alliance would all rally round 
the Sub-treasury Bill, be remarked: 

The issue is not the tariff or the free 
coinage of silver orthe Sub-treasury Bill. 
‘The issue is the reform of our entire finan- 
cial systems. Neither the issuance of more 
money nor the collection of less tax will 
alone do the peopie any good. ‘The entire 
financial system of' the Government must 
be changed before anything else may be 
done to correct the existing evils, 


There seem to be gentlemen of the 
‘“‘walking delegate” order among the 
farmers too, although they ride instead 
of walking. Perry B. Maxson, who 
wanted to succeed Senator Ingalls last 
winter, is preparing a manifesto for 
dissemination among the members of 
the alliance, in which he proposes to 
show that the farmers are each year 
getting less for their products, and 
that the poverty among the producing

Commenting on this the Kansas City 
Star says: Mr. Maxson is an ‘agri- 
culturist' who owns a farm in Lyon 
county. which. supports him without

IS BLAINE OUI? 


Little Chief, 


ON THE GIVE-AND-TAKE BASIS, 


By Which the Maine Man will Decline 
the Presidential Nomination 
in Hope of Controlling 
Foreign Afiairs. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.— The: Wash- 
ingtou Star tonight prints an article 
ou Secretary Blaine which is believed 
to bave been inspired. Mr. Blaine 
and Crosby Noyes, the editor of the 
Siar, are warm personal friends, and as 
the article is published in double- 
‘leaded type the inference is that the 
information bas come from first hands 
through Editor Noyes. It wiil not be 
news to the readers of the Herald that 


Blaine is out of the race for the Presi- 


dency in 1892 and that he is for Harri- 
son, for this information has been con- 
veyed in the Herula’s Washibgton 
dispatches. This inspired article. Low- 
ever, makes clear the price which Har- 
rison has to pay for getting Blaine 
out of his way. Blaine must have 
full swing in the State Depart- 
ment to curry out bis fore gn policy 
in bisown way or Mr. Harrison may 
not get be nomination. Biaine’s posi- 
tion, according to his editorial friend, 
is that he can have the puminuation it 
be wants it, but that he will not take 
it it Harrison will promise to let him 
alone. According to the same autbor- 
ity the barguin has already been made. 
and fur the chance to win a second 
term Harrison bas surrendered the 
tuture foreign policy of his adwinis- 
tration, bolh in this term aud the 
second, should he be lucky enough to 
get a secoud, to his Secretary of State, 
Tue Star’s article is as follows: 

“It is learned through reliable 
sources bere that Mr. Blaine is gradu- 
ally preparing to resume charge of tbe 
State Department afiairs. He now 
bas bis private secretary with him, and 
is gelting together the lovse ends of 
bis work whicu ue let drop so suddenty 
wheu be was Urst taken sick. It cun 
hardly be said that be is actually ut 
work yet, and the most he will under- 
lake lor sume time, if his wealth con- 
tinues to improve, will be merely in 
ui advisory capacity; but he is begin- 
ning to inform himself about ihe al- 
tairs of the administration and to 
test his capacity for work. Some 
time ago, when he first beau to feel 
beiter, be sent for his private secre-. 
\ary to come to Bar Harbor, but Mrs. 
Biaine and his doctors oppused his 
burdening his mind wich official cares, 
even to a limited exieut, aud the pri- 
vate secretary did not remain more 
than one day. A little less tuan a 
week ugo Mr. Dent was seut for again, 
und he bus beeu with Mr. Biaive ever 
siuce, The reawakening of interest lu 
is work bas not. it is said, retarded 
his recovery, but on the contrary, 
seems to be beneficial to him. Tuis 
being the case it is beiieved that be 
Will be able to resume his iormer posi- 
tion 10 the administra ion in the fall. 

BLAINE’S TERMS TO HARRISON. 

“Some ot Mr. Biaine’s trieuds de- 
clare, and the President, it is said, bas 
become convinced, that the Maine 
statesman has abaudoned any idea he 
may have had ot beiug a candidate in 
1892. Some ot bis friends believe that 
newspapers friendiy to Mr. Harrison 
have given too ready credeuce luo alurm- 
ing reports of his severe iltuess, espe- 


nervousness on that point would make 
him the first to take alarm. Mrs. 
Blaine is opposed to his again being a 
candidate, and be would not run any 
greut risk to his health for the bouor. 
Lt is suid that he has given evidence of 
a disinciination to permit tue use of 
his name in connection with the Pres- 
ideucy. It is believed Mr. Blaine hus 
told be Prasident in so many words 
that he will not be a cand:date. At 
ail events, Mr. Harrison is suid to be 
satistied that Mr. Blaine will not op- 
pose him. Mr. Harrisou's understand- 
ing of the situation is that Mr. Blaine 
would be better satisfied to be permit- 
ted to contin ue for another four years 
in the State Deparment and to be al- 
lowed to carry out his own policy in 
hisowu way than to make a run for 
the Presidency. Pernaps Mr. Harré 
son may be willing to give Mr. Blaine 
greater latitude and to inieriere less 
with his fore gu policy in the future, 
if Mr. Blaine iu return will not stand 
im the way of bis reuomiuation. 

Mr. Biaiue’s plan- tor the future of 
this couutry, from the point of view ot 
the State Department, are of too great 
maguituae to be curried out to com- 
pletion during the short time leit of 
bis administration. Mr. Harrison un- 
dersiands well that Mr. Blaine is so 
interested in the work that be will 
make any personal sacrifice necessary 
to carry it on. He might abandon all 
ambition to be President to devote his 
time to the extension of bis foreign 
policy, or he m:ght seek the nomina- 
tion if the ré.ection of Mr. Harri- 
son would uot open to him the 
prospect of being able to continue bis 
work. As between having Mr. Blaine

CURIOUS CUSTOM OF ANIMALS. 


The Huanaco, Feeling Death Ap- 
proaching, Go-stolts Graveyard. 
It is well known tha at tbe southern 
extremity of Patagonia the huanacus 
have a dying place, a spot to which all 
the individuais inbabiting the sur- 
rounding plains repair at‘the approach 
of death to deposit their bones. Dar- 
win and Fitzroy first recorded this 
strange instinct in their personal 
narratives, and their observations 
bave since been fully. confirmed by 
others. The best known of these 
dying or burial places are on the 
banks of the Santa Cruz and Gal- 
legos rivers, where the river valleys 
are covered with dense primeval thick- 
ets of bushes and trees of stunted 
grwoth, says the writer in Longman’s 
Mayaziue. There the ground is cov- 
ered with the bones of countiess dead 
generations. The animals,” says 
Darwin, “in most cases must have 
crawled before dying beneath and 
under the bushes.” A strange instinct 
in a creature so preé.ninenily soc al in 
its babiis, a dweller all its life lone on 
the open, barren plateaus and moun- 
tain sides! 
What a subject fora painter! The 
gray wilderness of dwarf iborn trees, 
uged avd grotesque and scanty leaved, 


nourished for a thousand years on the | 


bones that whiten the stony ground at 
their roots, the interior lit faintly with 
the rays of the departing sun, chill and 
gray and silent and motionless—the 
buanaco’s G Igotha. In the long cen- 
turies stretcuing back into a dim, im- 
meusurable past, so Many of this race 
have journeyed hither ram the moun- 
tain and the plain to suffer the sharp 
pang of death, that, to the imagina- 
tion, something of it all seems to have 
passed into that hushed and mourntul 
nature. And now ove more, 
latest pilgrim, has come, all his 
little strength spent in his struggles to 
penetrate the close thicket, looking 
old and gaunt and ghostly in the twi- 
light, with long, ragged hair, staring 
into the gloom out of deatn-dimmed, 
sunken eyes.

CITY STREETS AND RY ROADS. 


The Former Are as Bad as the Latte: 
and Exert Much Influence. 

In the movement for an improvement 
of the common roads and country high- 
ways, more or less surprise has been ex- 
pressed from time to time that the coun- 
try people should themselves seem luke- 
warm and uninterested in the agita- 
tion. In the first instance the farm- 
ing classes are afraid that if any 
extensive improvements be made the 
burden of paying for them will rest al- 
most entirely upon those who own the 
property through which the new roads 
or reconstructed roads run. This fear is 
a most natural one and country people 
ought not to be blamed for it. Such 
roads as now exist have been built and 
are maintained by local taxation, and 


ton street car and notice the different 


this taxation at present, miserable as the 
highways are, is not inconsiderable. The | 
profits on agriculture, as at present con- 
ducted, are not sufficiently large to en- 
able farmers to contemplate the prospect | 
of an increase of taxation with any 
degree of comfort. 2 the circum- 
stances they are not unanimously enthu- 
siastic in support of the road improve- 
ment movement. 

The present movement was begun, I 
believe, by the League of American 
Wheelmen; that is, by the bicycle riders. 
There is on this account an impression 
in the country that the desire for better | 
roads is merely in the interest of a sport 
in which hardworking farmers do not 
participate, and with which they have 
nosympathy. Such an idea as this is 


— —

silly, of course. But it does exist, and 
therefore it must be counteracted. Of 
course the wheelmen were selfish in the 
beginning of the agitation for better 
roads, but their own interests in the 
improvement of the great interior means 
of communication are so inconsiderable 
in comparison with the many others af- 
fected that they would scarcely count in 
an enumeration of the benefits which 
would result from an extensive realiza- 
tion from the movement which they 
have started. 

The third reason for indifference on 
the part of country people is the most 
serious of all. The great masses of them, 
I fear, do not really believe that there 
can be any better roads. They have not 
seen any, nor did their fathers or grand- 
fathers. They are not extensive travelers 
and when we tell them of the beautiful 
roads in Switzerland, France and Eng- 
land, or recall the wonderful achieve- 
ments of those ancient engineers who de- 
signed and built the highways which 
radiated from imperial Rome, or those 
more wonderful roads which the Incas 
of Peru cut out of solid rock and con- 
structed across almost fathomless abysses, 
they listen with incredulity and count 
the ancient instances as fairy tales and 
the modern examples as entertaining 
yarns, which sailors and other travelers 
are privileged toinvent. When it is in- 
sisted that all that is told in these re- 
gards is true, the untraveled farmer very 
likely asks himself if this be so why does 
he not see something like good roads 
when he goes to the nearest city in his 
section. That is very natural in him. 
He has been led to believe that in New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago andthe other 
great centers there is everything which 
wealth can purchase or an enlig®tened 
civilization require. 

But what does he see in these cities? 
He certainly does not see good roads. 
City people do nearly all of their riding 
on railroads, and the great majority of 
them do not realize what wretched 
streets they have. The city roadways 
are not built any better, considering the 
traffic that passes over them, than the 
country roads which horrify the urban 
gentleman when he goes to the country 
for his summer outing. More than this, 
they are more badly treated than the 
country roads and the maintenance is 
even worse. A gentleman who has lived 
for forty years in a short street just off 
Broadway, in New York, told me the 
other day that not a week had passed 
during all that period in which some 
part of the 200 feet of pavement. on his 
block had not been torn up at least once 
and sometimes as many as a dozen times. 
When city people tolerate such streets as 
they do, it ill becomes them to preach to 
country folks about the bad roads in 
rural sections.

The Japanese Wax Tree. 

“Japan wax,” as it is called, is ob- 
tained from a tree, Rhus succedanea, 
which is found in Japan, China and 
throughout the East Indies in general. 
In the Japanese language it is éalled 
haje or haze. The tree commences to 
bear fruit when five or six years old, 
and increases its product every year, till 
at the age of fifty years a single tree will 
produce 350 to 400 pounds of berries, 
from which seventy to eighty pounds of 
wax can be obtained. 19080 4 

The wax is formed in the middle of 
the berry, between the skin and the 
seed, like the pulp of a grape. It is ex- 
tracted by boiling the berriesin water 
and allowing it to cool, when the wax 
separates from the skin and seed, sink- 
ing to the bottom of the vessel in a solid 
cake, The specific gravity of this wax 
is 0.970, and its melting point 131 degs.

RAILROAD vs. CITY. 


Councilman simpson Figures 
on the Quest.on. 


STRANGE SUNDAY WEATHER 


Clouds and Oppressive Warmth— 
Tomorrow Night at the Gym- 
nasium—Locals, Person- 
als and Brevities. 


Granting that increased rates on the 
Terminal road are in effect for the 
next eight and a half years, bas the 
city of Pasadena lost or gained in the 
matter of dollars and cents dy this 
corporation? That is the question 
whicn’Councilmano Simpson attempted 
to answer on Saturday. The state- 
ments prepared by him were omitted 
yesterday on account of lack of space. 
Foilowing is a brief synopsis of his pa- 

r. 
1 citizen, especially in the face 
of the statement made by a prominent 
citizen that if the h guer raves go into 
effect, it will cost Pasadena $500,000 in 
ten years. é 

Tue paper shows that 27,774 round- 
trip tickets, and 6249 straight-trip 
tickets were sold during the first six 
months of this year, from Pasadeua to 
Los Angeles, ora daily average of 154 
round-trip and not quite 35 straight- 
trip tickets. But making liberal al- 
lowauces, and figuring on a basis of 
250 .round trips per day, in ten 
years we have 900,000 tickets, which 
would net an increase to the 
raiiroad company at the advance of 
10 cents in rates of $90,000. 1 
company would gaiu $9000 in teu years 
atud-cent advance. Puis makes the 
total additional expenditure to the 
city for tue decade $99,000 or $401,000 
less than the half-million dollar caicu- 


lation above referred to. 


Continuing, the paper reads: Now 
if this railroad corporation is charga- 
ble with this amount as coming out of 
the pockets of the people of Pasadena. 
then is it not entitled to credit for 
whatever good it may have done? .. 
When Capt. Cross came here, what 
was the condition of affairs? The 
Santa Fé company was charging us 
for round-trip tickets to Los Angeles 
45 cents an 25 cen.s. ior stra ghi-trip 
tickets. Wuen thdL. A. P. & G. RR. 
commecced running one and a haf 
years ago, the fare was immediately 
reduced tb 25 cents for the round trip 
aud 20 cents for the straight trip.” 
Figuring on this basis it was shown 
that the road since it has 
been operated bas effected a 
saving in railrogd fares of $28,350 to 
Pasadenians. For the ensuing eight 
and a half years a reduction of 10 cen's 
on the old 45 cent rate will net a total 
saving on round trip tickets of $76,500, 
which added to the above amount gives 
a total of $104,850 to be placed to the 
credit of the railroad, which leaves a 
balance of %5850 to the company’s 


credit over and above the indeb edness 


charged against them. Tuis does not 
take into account commutation tickets. 
When the Terminal road came here, 
commuters paid $5.95 per month. Since 
January 1 las:, wheu tne $7 rate went 
into effect not a single commutation 
ticket has been sold, while at the $5 
rate which wentinto operation when 
the Terminal road began running 
trains, there were over seventy-five

The Board of Supervisors will sit for 
the last time as a Oounty Board of 
Equalization today.

Excitement in Tarpon Fishing. 

“T see,” said Dick Quay the other even- 
ing, that Mr. Dabbs has a tarpon on ex- 
hibition which he caught in Florida 
waters. The average weight of this fish 
is from 105 to 130 pounds, but I have 
seen them tip the scales at 200. The best 
catch my father ever made Was nine in 
one night. When he goes fishing he 
takes a small boat and lots of strong line. 
The tarpon is like ths trout, a very gamy 
fish, and when hooked soon wears him- 
self out in darting around furiously in 
the water. The best time to fish for 
them is at night. 

“In still water they bite easy, and a 
good fisherman can land two ont of every 
five hooked. In tide water they rush at 
the bait, and then are off as fast as they 
can swim. Itis very exciting sport to 
see these big fish when caught jump six 
feet out of the water in their struggles 
to get away. They will turn over on 
their sides on the surface of the water, 
but they soon exhaust themselves. 

“The best fishing ground is in the still 
water on the west coast of Florida. It 
is hard to pull them out on the eastern 
side, as the tides are very swift.“ —Pitts- 
burg Dispatch.

THE RAILROADS. 


An Important Railroad’ 8 
mission Decision. 


OFFICIALS MANAGE THE ROAD 


at Highlands—Sa Francisco 
Rate Cutting—General 
Notes. 


At Topeka, Kan., a decision has just 
been rendered that is of general interest, 
not only to the railways, but to the travel- 
ing public. The decision has been ren- 
dered by the-railroad commissioners of 
Kansas. Some time ago the Grievance 
Committee of the Brotherhood of Railway 


Union Pacific road, alleging mismanage- 
ment and neglect on the part of the com- 
pany, in that it operates a freight train on 
that portion of its system koown ae the 
Junction City and Fort Kearney road with 
but one brakeman, when two were required 
for the safety of passengers and em- 
ployés. ‘The board of commissioners de- 
clined to consider the complaint for want of 
jurisdiction, It says: 
“An issue thus made up between em- 
ployés and officers is clearly one of jude- 
ment or opinion as to the management and 
operation of the road. it follows that any 
tribunal charged with the duty of a judicial 
determination of the question, must assume 
the responsibility o determining which 
rty shall have the power ot control in the 
{mportant particular of personal service, 
how many or how few men shall be em- 
ployed to perform a given werk. In this, 
as in all other relations of men, it must be 
kept in mind that power and responsibility 
can never be separated. The one must fol- 
low the other in a logical and necessary 
connection. In determining the measure 
of personal service, the number of men 
required to perform a known task, 
there may be a wide divergence 
of jadgment among men of equal 
knowledge and experience. It is a tech- 
nical question relating to method and man- 
agement, and in this case it must be left for 
final determination to an authority respou- 
sible alike to the State and the corporation 
for which it acts. ln its contention the 
complainant may be right and the respond- 
ent wrong as to the number of men required 
to handle the train in question. It may be 
true tat complainant association is better 
qualified to manage the railroad in the inter- 
est of the State and its owners than the re- 
spondent, but the commission seeks in vain 
for authority in law to substitute the former 
for the latter. indeed, we cannot see how 
any power could do this without relievin 
the railway company from legal responsi- 
bility to the State for results.”
